shortly go abandoned due to applicants' failure to respond to the Notice to File Missing Parts 
dated June 26, 1998. The undersigned responded that no such document had ever been received. 
Subsequently, the Patent Office acknowledged that the failure of the applicants 5 attorney to 
receive the document was likely due to the Patent Office's erroneous citation of the address as 
"300 South Wacker Street" (a nonexistent addresss) instead of as "300 South Wacker Drive".
